The governor has 
received 
many requests 
for State 
militia to prevent further trouble be­ 
tween the contending towns. 
Gov. 
Cruce stated today that these tele­ 
grams were conflicting and confus­ 
ing and that he wanted to get the 
situation as viewed by his personal 
representative. 
The 
governor 
said 
tonight: 
‘Gen. Canton is 
making 
the investigation alone, and I am ex­ 
pecting that m atters will be adjust­ 
ed satisfactorily. This is the first 
time I have 
in terfered 
with 
the 
Swanson 
county m atters 
and I am 
doing so simply for my 
own infor­ 
mation.” 
It is understood the Governor’s ac­ 
tion will be based upon Adjt. Gen. 
Canton’s report. John H. Alderson, 
editor of the Snyder Democrat, who 


was here today with a delegation 
from his town said: 
“I do not think there will be furth­ 
er trouble in Swanson county. We 
desire everything be done in an or­ 
derly and legal manner. We have 
no district court, a condition which 
you will not find in any other coun­ 
ty in the 'United States. Our chief 
desire is to secure passage of a bill 
by the legislature giving us a ju­ 
dicial assignment, and we can then 
work out our troubles in a legal 
way.”

The yield of lint depends upon the 
percentage of lint to seed cotton anti 
the weight of the cotton seed. Ex 
perimental results show that large 
seed of the same variety produce a 
heavier yield of seed cotton than do 
small seeds of the same variety. 
The number of plants per acre, the 
number of bolls per plant and the 
size of the bolls on the plant con 
trol the weight of seed cotton. We 
want a rather early maturing, large 
bolled plant, with a large number of 
bolls on it. The varieties called Me 
bane’s Triumph, Texas Storm Proof 
and Cook’s Improved have been test 
ed by the Oklahoma Experiment Sta 
tion and elsewhere in this state and 
can be recommended. 
Be not satisfied with obtaining a 
good variety but endeavor to con 
stantly improve it by a simple meth 
od of selection. Form a definite ideal 
in your mind or write one out for 
a plant meeting your demands, then 
go to the field and carefully select 
those plants that come nearest fill­ 
ing the 
requirements. 
Gather 
the 
seeds from those plants and in the 
proper season plant them, repeating 
this method of selection year after 
year until you reach the standard fix 
ed. 
A proper soil, properly prepared at 
the proper time, using modern meth­ 
ods of cultivation with modern tools 
are essentials of good crop produc­ 
tion. Keep up the fertility of your 
soil by proper methods of crop ro­ 
tation.

Growing Cotton in Oklahoma. 
Cotton Seed and Cotton Seed Se­ 
cretion—If you plant scrub seed you 
wGl pick scrub cotton. It will pay 
Ifou just as well to secure well bred 
cotton seed as it will to secure well 
arad livestock. 
"What variety shall I plant?” The 
caution plant is susceptible to rapid 
oh marges fin production, in form, in 
^resistance to insect enemies and dis­ 
cases, etc., brought about by the cli­ 
mate, 
soil, 
methods 
of 
cultivation 
and cross 
fertilization. 
A 
variety 
which may be excellent for rich bot­ 
tom land may lose its superior qual- 
■sftes if grown in a poor, dry soil. A 
variety may score highest one year 
anti fall low the following year. A 
waarsety may produce well in Texas 
bai not an Oklahoma, or it may suc- 
«wwf in Comanche county and fail in 
Hryan county. In the consideration 
d r a variety of cotton the following 
saguirem ents should be met: 
I. It should be adapted to your 


First year. Corn. 
Second year, Cotton. 
Thir year, Oats and cow­ 
peas. 
First year, Kafir corn. 
Second year, Cotton. 
Third year, Oats and cow­ 
peas. 


If it is desired to introduce alfalfa 
into the rotation, add about five years 
to the length of the rotation. Some 
legume should be worked into the 
rotation, such as cowpeas and alfal­ 
fa and soy beans. 
Fertilizers—Commercial 
fertilizers 
are absolutely unnecessary in Okla­ 
homa at this time if prcper attention 
is given to green manuring, crop ro­ 
tations, returning the barnyard ma­ 
nure to the fields, etc. 
Plowing—Late fall plawing in No­ 
vember or December will tend in most 
cases to accomplish the following re 
suits: 
1. 
Save moisture. 
2. 
Make unavailable or unusable 
plant food available or usable. 
3. 
Kill insects. 
4. 
Reduce the cost of preparing 
the soil and enable the farm er to 
have a better seed bed for his cot­ 
ton. 
Those who have not practiced fall 
plowing should plow the cotton field 
just as early as possible in the spring 
and form a compact seed bed. 
Depth of Plowing—I would not ad­ 
vise plowing more than seven nor 
less than five inches deep. Of course, 
if the soil has not been plowed over 
four inches deep it would be unwise 
to increase the depth more than one 
inch each year. 
Harrowing—In the case of spring 
plowing the harrow should follow the 
plow immediately. The proper meth­ 
od would be to harrow during the 
latter part of the day that land which 
was plowed during the earlier part 
of the day. In the case of fall plow­ 
ing it is best to leave the plowed 
field unbar rowed until early spring 
just before evaporation commences. 
Whether fall or spring plowing 
practiced, between the dates of the 
first harrowing and that of planting, 
the field should be harrowed every 
two weeks or ten days, and oftener 
if it rains. 
The seed bed should possess the 
following characteristics: 
I. Compactness, obtained by ear­ 
ly 
plowing combined 
with careful 
harrowing and ridging, or bedding. 
Pulverization, to insure a seed 
bed wherein the soil particles may 
come in direct contact with the seeds 
and second, to insure sufficient cap­ 
illarity whereby a good amount of 
moisture will be carried to the seed. 
Ridging—On the Experiment sta­ 
tion farm we ridge for cotton about 
as follows: Make the ridges <wit‘h a 
common middle breaker or buster 
lister, then smooth down the ridges 
with a board drag, or cross them 
with a smoothing harrow. This is 
done sometimes before planting so 
that the seed bed may become com­ 
part before seeding. 
Ridge planting is better for Okla­ 
homa. A machine selected for this

Muskogee, Okla., Feb. 16.—Caph S. 
B. Callahan, the last surviving mem­ 
ber of the second congress of the 
Confederacy, is dangerously ill at his 
home here and doctors believe that 
he cannot recover. Captain Callahan 
has been, since the death of the late 
Senator Vest of M issouri, the last 
member 
of Jeff 
Davis’ 
law m aking 
bodv, in which he represented the 
(’reek and Seminole Indian nations. 
He came to the Indian country in 
1833 when the Creek 
Indians were 
forced from their homes in Alabama 
and Georgia to the Indian T erritory 
now Oklahoma. His father was an 
Irish 
architect 
and 
his 
m other 
a 
Creek woman. 


( sprain Callahan became a large 
holder of negro slaves prior to the 
civil war and joined the Confederacy 
as soon as war was declared. 
Captain Callahan organized a com­ 
pany of Creek Indians and they join­ 
ed General Price’s arm y in Missouri. 
It was one of 
the 
com panies 
that 
term ed Price’s Indian regim ent. In 
the battle of Pea Ridge it was said 
th at I n ion soldiers who fell 
were 
scalped by the Indians under Price’s 
command, but this has been proven 
to be untrue. 


In 1S62 Captain Callahan was elect­ 
ed a member of the Confederate con 
gress. He went to Richmond and re­ 
mained there nearly a year, returning 
only to take command of his troops 
again. When peace was declared the 
Indian soldiers found their way back 
from Louisiana to their homes as 
best they could. 


VV hen 
Captain C allahan 
went to 
u a r he left his wife and two chil­ 
dren on his ranch near Okmulgee. He 
had a good home, a big trading post 
store, thousands of cattle and horses 
and his ranch was as much as he 
chose to occupy. When he returned 
his wife and children had 
fled to 
Texas for their lives, his home and 
store had been burned and his cattle 
and horses had been either driven 
off or killed.
